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Native Indian Culture Shown At Witt

“Translucent dreams of nature's 

splendours, 

Inspiration in its purest form; 
Symphonies of sound and color, 
Silent voices singing songs.” 

So starts a poem by Susan Eger 
Valadez, a Native American artist 
who will be sharing the culture of the 
Huichol Indians through her artwork 
exhibited in the Witt Gallery 

Valadez is the director of the 
Huichol Center for Cultural Survival 
and Traditional Arts, a center she 
founded with her husband to preserve 
the rich culture cf the Huichol 
Indians. 

“We are dedicated at the center to 
documenting the artwork, preserving 
and distributing it as a means of 
anthropological education,” said 
Valadez during a preview of the 
exhibit. “The Huichols are some of 


the greatest Indian artists in history, 
and they can share another world 
through their art.” 

The Huichol Indians live in four 
states in Mexico. Their land spans 
across the Sierra Madre Occidental, 
which Valadez described as some of 
the most hostile terrain in the world 
“Because the environment has pro- 
tected them from many conquerors, 
the Huichols have lived in their own 
space and time for centuries.” 

But in the last two decades, the 
Mexican government has attempted 
to integrate the Huichol culture into 
the Mexican way of iife, leaving 
Huichols caught between preserving 
their rich religious and ceremonial life 
and blending in with 20th century 
Mexico, What concerns Valaclez is 
that now the Huichois are forced to 
give up their art and migrate to coastal 
towns where they work in tobacco 
fields for Mexican landowners 


“They are considered low class 
and ignorant,” and the 
Mexicans have no idea of the great 
talent they hold. They are the window 
into the past. But many Mexican 
want to deny their Indian hentage.” 

Due to the development of the 
states the Huichols inhabit, they are 
forced to travel to the San Lois Potasi 
desert to get peyote, a cactus plant on 
which their religion andculture is 
based. The peyote is an integral part 
of the Huichol art 

“Art is education,” sayd Valadez 
“Itis transporting secret formulas 
from the mind into reality.”’ The 
peyote is inherent in the religious 
practices of the Huichols because it is 
through the peyote that the gods 
speak to them. “Visions are created 
and talk to the people,” Valadez said, 
“and they ask to be remembered.” 
Through their art, the Huichols are 
able to tell stories of their gods, their
